Brandt Resigns Over Spy Scandal 


BONN (L'PIi — A scandal 
over a Communist spy in his 
inner government circle swept 
S o c ia lis t C h a n cello r W illy 
Brandt out of office today but 
he said his resignation meant 
only that a ‘•period of work and 
courageous fighting begins.” 
His resignation after assum­ 
ing ‘’political and personal re­ 
sponsibility” plunged West Ger­ 
many into a political crisis and 
brought dismay to the leaders 
of Western Europe who saw it 
as a crushing blow to European 
unity. There also were expres­ 
sions of sympathy from the 
Communist bloc which had ap­ 
proved Brandt's Nobel Prize 
winning policy of detente.*

Insurance 
Rates For 
Fire Drop 


A review of fire protection 
facilities in San Rafael by the 
Insurance Services 
Office in 
San Francisco has resulted in 
lower fire insurance rates 
Daniel C. Dufficy, chairman 
of the San Rafael Fire Commis­ 
sion, said today the city’s fire 
rating has been changed from 
class four to class three, on a 
10-class scale 
The move will allow residents 
to enjoy an 8 per cent decrease 
in fire insurance costs for resi­ 
dential structures, and up to a 
15 per cent decrease in insur­ 
ance costs for com m ercial 
structures, he said. 
*‘Wre had to have a pretty 
damn good fire department to 
get this,” Dufficy reported to­ 
day, saying San R afael is 
among about a dozen cities in 
Northern California that has 
been granted such a high rat­ 
ing. 
The Insurance Services Of­ 
fice, research arm of insurance 
firms across the nation, con­ 
ducted an intense study of local 
fire facilities and recommend­ 
ed, among other things, that an 
additional 
ladder 
com pany 
should be pressed into service 
and additional arterial mains 
should be installed.

Tam Teachers May Get 
8 Per Cent Hike In Pay

The Tamalpais High School 
District can balance its budget 
for 1974-75 and grant teachers 
an 8 per cent wage hike, double 
what had been considered in 
previous proposals, trustees 
were told last night.

Robert D. Torrey of­ 
fered a budget trimming pack­ 
age which identified $300,000 in 
additional budget cuts which 
would grant the 8 per cent 
raise.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
White House today expressed 
deep disappointment in the Sen­ 
ate’s rejection of a $266 million 
Pentagon request for fin muni­ 
tion for South Vietnam and said 
the action could cause Ameri­ 
ca’s allies to question its relia­ 
bility. 
Presidential spokesman Ger­ 
ald L. Warren said that the 
funds were needed to help 
m aintain “ m ilitary equilibri­ 
um” in South Vietnam where 
Hanoi has illegally infiltrated 
“ more than 120,000 troops and 
large quantities of tanks, mis­ 
siles and other m unitions” 
since the 1973 ceasefire agree­ 
ment.

Gerald L. W arren, deputy press 
secretary, said in response to 
reporters’ questions, “ we rec­ 
ognize the risks taken in provid­ 
ing transcripts of 33 hours of 
this very difficult subject 
“The President has had thou­ 
sands of hours of conversations 
on im p o rtan t foreign policy 
m atters and many hours with 
leaders od Congress. 
“The point is, from my gener­ 
al view, I don’t feel it’s fair to 
judge the President on 33 hours 
of his very difficult d isc u s­ 
sions." 
W arren added that. “ We be­ 
lieve he will be judged on the 
foreign and domestic initiatives 
that were dealt with in the 
thousands of other hours” of 
tapings of presidential conver­ 
sations in the Oval Office, his 
hideaway office and elsewhere. 
W arren made the com m ents 
when asked about a statem ent 
by Senate Republican leader 
Hugh Scott that the transcripts 
showed a “shabby, disgusting 
and immoral perform ance” at 
the White House. 
W arren stressed that he was 
speaking for himself. He said 
he was unable to give Nixon’s 
personal reaction to criticism of 
the moral tone in some Wash­ 
ington circles of his conversa­ 
tions with aides and other ad­ 
m inistration officials.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Senate Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott said today transcripts of 
private presidential conversations convey “ a 
shabby, disgusting and immoral performance.’'

TEL AVIV (UPIi - Secretary 
of State Henry A Kissinger met

Wheat Reporting To 
Go Metric Tomorrow 


WASHINGTON (LTD - The 
number of quintals of w heat per 
hectare will be of major eon 
cern to farmers tomorrow when 
the Agriculture Department re 
leases its regular May crop 
reports. 


With tomorrow's report, the 
Department enters the metric 
age. in which quintals corre­ 
spond with bushels and hec­ 
tares with acres 


For 110 years, the depart 
ment has (yen issuing crop 
reports using familiar units like 
the bushel, pound, bale and 
acre But starting tomorrow the 
Crop Reporting Board will also 
include for the first time crop 
estimates in terms of metric 
units. 


The May report will include, 
for example, an estimate of the 
1971 winter wheat crop both in 
millions of bushels and in mil 
lions of metric tons 
Wheat 


acreage for harvest will he 
shown both in millions of acres 
and millions of hectares, which 
equal 2 471 acres Yields will be 
reported both in the traditional 
bushels, pounds and hundred 
weight per acre and in the 
metric measure of quintals per 
hectare 


A quintal, which equals 220.46 
pounds, is equivalent to 3.67 
bushels of wheat or 2 2046 him 
dredweight of potatoes. 
Crop Reporting Board offi­ 
cials said they decided to add 
metric units to the traditional 
reports because most of the 


rest of the world uses the me­ 
tric system and there has been 
widespread interest in match­ 
ing U S 
data to other world 
figures. 
Eventually, if use of the me­ 
tric system tiecomes common 
in this country, the metric units 
could be used in U.S. crops 
exclusively

Kentfield Board Will Eye Budget 


A proposed 1974-75 budget of 
SI.793.900. up $128,730 over this 
year’s spending plan, will be 
reviewed by Kentfield School 
District trustees when they 
meet today at 8 p.m. in Bacich 
School. 
Prepared by Supt. Fugene C. 
Peters, the budget includes an­ 


nual step raises of 2.5 per cent 
for teachers but no cost-of-liv­ 
ing raises. The step raises and 
addition of two counselors, a 
school principal, and a clerk 
account for $120,160 of the in­ 
crease. 
In addition to step raises, 
teachers have asked for 12 per 


cent cost-of-living raises plus a 
6 per cent hike in the salary 
schedule. Peters said each ad­ 
ditional 1 per cent granted in 
raises would add $15,000 to the 
budget, thus putting the teach­ 
ers’ request at about $270,000.

Energy Act 
Signature 
is Delayed 


WASHINGTON iUPl> - Pres­ 
ident Nixon put off for three 
hours today the signing of the 
Federal Energy Administration 
Act because of a $198 million 
typographical error 
The noontime signing had 
been scheduled before it was 
discovered that the bill carried 
an error listing an appropria­ 
tion for *2 million when it 
should have been $200 million, 
according to Gerald L. Warren, 
deputy press secretary 
Warren said Congress asked 
that the bill be returned to 
Capitol Hill for correction 
The legislation formally cre­ 
ates the Federal Energy Ad­ 
ministration, succeeding the 
Federal Energy Office that Nix­ 
on established last year by ex­ 
ecutive order. The agency is 
the main administrator of fed­ 
eral energy programs, includ­ 
ing allocation of gasoline to the 
states. 
The new director of the ener­ 
gy office. John C. Sawhill. and 
Frank G. Zarb of the Office of 
Management and Budget ap­ 
peared before the House sub­ 
committee on energy today to 
voice administration backing 
for a bill to fund research into 
producing energy from the 
earth's hot subsurface rocks 
and natural steam 
\s the President prepared to 
sign the act. the American Au­ 
tomobile Association reported 
that its latest survey of gasoline 
availability showed that sup­ 
plies continue to improve slight­

He argued that the recent 
resignation of his own assistant 
at district headquarters.

The meeting had led off with 
complaints from several par­ 
ents that the administrative 
problem at Middle School was 
only one fraction of the difficul­ 
ties there 


Joseph Marshall, parent of a 
seventh grader, said that after 
a recent open house at the 
school, “ I. like Dr. Spock. re­ 
versed myself from a liberal 
philosophy of handling children 
to a rigid one. I found the 
conduct very slovenly there 


Eileen Bach-y-Rita said. “ I 
really went home very de­ 
pressed I found a lot of ditto 
sheets, busy work and very 
little dynamic teaching going 
on " 


Palches also read letters 
from several parents of stu­ 
dents at Tamalpais Valley Ele­ 
mentary School who said they 
would send their children to 
private schools rather than let 
them go to the Middle School 
when those children complete 
fifth grade 
Complaints centered on over­ 
crowding. lack of discipline in 
hallways and bathrooms, sched 
uiing conflicts and a confusing 
architectural layout for the 
school 


Trustees Joseph E Bodovitz 
and 
Thomas 
D. 
Spencer 
pressed for a special board 
meeting to air all school prob­ 
lems. 


Palches said he favored in­ 
stead appointing committees to 
study the school more gradual­ 
ly "We don't want this to be a 
crash program: this is tremen­ 
dously complex 
But Spencer said it was nec­ 
essary to move faster. “ We 
have many terribly angry peo­ 
ple here.” 
The board then decided to 
devote its meeting to May 20 
meeting at the school and urged 
faculty, parents and admmsi- 
trators to come in with solu­ 
tions and not just complaints. 
The board also heard from 
Palches that because of resig­ 
nations and leaves taken by 
other teachers, only six teach 
ers will have to be laid off 
instead of nine as originally 
expected. The six are Sarah 
Toughill, Johnny Gentry, Lynea 
Katayama, Bruce Kuschner 
and Marianne Lustig, all of 
Middle School, and Donna Lif 
shin of Old Mill School 
Palches said that because 
most of the layoffs are at Mid­ 
dle School, several elementary- 
level teachers will have to be 
transferred to it 
Conroy told the board that 
teachers want an 8.2 per cent 
cost of living increase for next 
year. Palches reported that he 
has not computed yet what 
these increases will mean to the 
individual teacher and how- 
much they would cost the dis­ 
trict on the whole

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over the proposal Torrey made 
last month in which he said 
teachers would have to accept 4 
per cent in order to assure that 
no teachers would be fired 
Since that time, trustees have 
agreed to rehire 38 teachers 
and administrators who had 
been previously notified they 
might not be rehired 
The biggest savings identified 
by Torrey were reducing dis­ 
trict reserves by an additional 
$150,000 ($100,000 was suggested 
for removal in the first propos­ 
al and cutting the maintenance 
and equipment allowances to 
the schools by $105,520 by re­ 
ducing the allotment per stu­ 
dent from $100 to $55. 
"I think it could be justified 
this year because the $100 is 
high and we have had the 
advantage over 15 years of 
spending well in that area.

Of Calley 
Bail Sought 


COLUMBUS. Ga. (UPI) - 
The Army asked a federal 
judge yesterday to revoke the 
bail of former Lt. William L. 
Calley, now dishonorably dis­ 
charged. and return him to 
confinement for the My Lai 
massacre. 
Judge J. Robert Elliott said 
he would rule “ shortly” on the 
motion that the $1,000 recogniz­ 
ance bond that he approved for 
Calley Feb. 27 be revoked. 
The judge indicated, howev­ 
er, that he would allow Calley 
to remain free pending appeal 
of his conviction for the murder 
of at least 22 civilians at the 
South Vietnamese hamlet of My 
Lai in a 1968 U.S. Army opera­ 
tion. 
Calley had been confined to 
his bachelor officers' quarters 
at nearby Fort Benning until he 
was granted bond. He has 
served three years of his re­ 
duced 10-year sentence, but has 
spent only one night in an army 
stockade. 
Elliott set June 24 for hearing 
arguments on Calley's appeal 
of his conviction and Calley’s 
attorneys filed a 350-page brief 
yesterday to support his appeal. 
The brief contends that Cal­ 
ley was the victim of command 
influence in the Army and “ in­ 
tense pretrial publicity” in his 
court-martial and did not get a 
fair trial. 
Calley. the only solder con­ 
victed in the My Lai massacre, 
originally received a life sen­ 
tence but that was reduced to 
20 years by his commanding 
general Army secretary How­ 
ard Callaway reduced the sen­ 
tence to 10 years last month 
and the case then was passed 
on to President Nixon for final 
action. 
Nixon last Saturday said he 
had reviewed the case and 
would take no further action. 


A. John Merlo of Chico, can­ 
didate for the Democratic nom­ 
ination for lieutenant governor, 
yesterday called for free entry 
to higher education institutions 
for all Californians who have 
the ability to be admitted but 
cannot afford it. 
The present exclusion of such 
persons from high education “ is 
wasting one of our greatest 
resources — our brains,” Merlo 
said in an interview' at the 
Independent-Joumal. 
He had no estimate of how 
many extra students his propos­ 
al would put in the University 
of California and state universi­ 
ty systems, or its cost, but 
insisted education was too im­ 
portant to be sidetracked by 
economic problems. Declaring 
“ our priorities are so screwed 
up. with vast sums spent in 
‘legal’ killings overseas,” he 
argued his proposal would cost 
society less in the long run than 
continuing to waste such peo­ 
ple. 
Merlo noted that as lieutenant 
governor he would serve auto­ 
matically on the university’s 
board of regents and as a trust­ 


ee of the state university sys­ 
tem, thus would have a voice in 
state educational policies. 


The 51-year-old attorney also 
noted he would serve on the 
State Lands Commission, add­ 
ing his experience in real estate 
law would be valuable there. 
Merlo is former Northern 
California chairman of the 
Democratic Party, but never 
before has sought elective of­ 
fice. He said he was too liberal 
to be elected to public office in 
conservative Butte County, and 
has “ thf ability to serve more 
people than a parish.” 
He said he was running be­ 
cause “ we need someone with 
sufficient unsophistication to

right and wrong,” especially in 
the wake of the Watergate 
scandals. “ Politicians substan­ 
tially don’t know the difference, 
and it's time that someone 
came in there and showed them 
the difference,” he declared.

where I wanted to do something 
for myself.” 
“ I have put myself down and 
feel like I’m a big nothing.” 
said Sandy, echoing a senti­ 
ment expressed during much of 
the 
e v e n in g ’s d iscu ssio n 
“ Women put them selves in 
such subservient positions in 
m arriage.” she said. 


"I DID everything he wanted 
me to do — I never stopped and 
thought about it.” said Judy, 
but "through therapy I was 
becoming stronger and he saw’ 
that he was losing the control.” 
“ I never had an identity cri­ 
sis.” added Violet, half in jest, 
“ I always knew I was a no­ 
body.” 
Women, especially those who 
married young and have not 
worked, are basically insecure 
and fear separation, said a 
woman in the audience, be­ 
cause they “don’t know what 
they’re going to do and where 
the money will come from." 
" I’m not doubting my deci­ 
sion as much as I hate the 
crappy part of it," said Judy, 
“ Everything's my responsibili­ 
ty now. It's very difficult to 
handle emotionally." 
"Money doesn’t take away 
ills,” she continued. “ Kids don't 
really care and money just 
doesn't mean anything now.” 
Divorce is som ething that 
should be weighed carefully. 
Problems aren’t going to be 
solved. It's really a rough place 
to be. Things are beginning to 
come down now,” continued 
Judy, who filed for divorce in 
April 
“That’s when it really sets 
in,” added Sally, "getting rid of 
one and now having another " 
But, she added, “ it’s always 
positive when you're getting out 
from underneath something .” 
“ Each split was the most 
growing, productive period," 
continued Sally who has been 


through two divorces. Looldng 
back, she added, “I finally got 
through the ego and emotional 
ramifications and to the truth. 
The truth was that I didn't want 
to be there.” 


"AND WHEN I told the truth 
— fhat the relationship was not 
growing. ’ she continued, "that 
usually was the truth for them 
too." 
It’s also important, she add­ 
ed, to ask, “Why can't I sit by 
mvse'f in an empty room and 
be happy with myself? I have a 
lot to offer myself. I’m really 
getting close to what it means 
to be liberated — to be out of 
that ‘need’ for a m an.” 
Therapy isn’t always a pana­

“ Both of us were in 
therapy before breaking up. 
We're still friends. We were 
just two people who got m ar­ 
ried because we were pro­ 
grammed to." 
For women who feel they 
need support during and after 
the divorce. Sally recommend­ 
ed therapy, women's groups, 
counselors at the Family Serv­ 
ice Agency and Catholic Social 
Services, consciousness raising 
groups such as the one begin­ 
ning at the YWCA, and the 
Women’s Center for referrals to 
therapists, counselors and at­ 
torneys. 
"I'm lonely and sad some­ 
tim es." said Sandy, "but it's 
also good and I'm excited about 
the future There's a great need 
to get this out. In women's 
groups. . .you find you’re not 
unique." 
The final decision must come 
within you, added Sally, “ What 
is it in me that’s keeping me 
here and taking it" all. “ I get 
really angry, she said, because 
“ I'm the one that can turn it 
off."

The 
house she had been renting was 
sold, and she and her 2-year-old 
daughter had nowhere to live. 
“ I heard you found a place. 
We’ve all been worried about 
you.” said Pat Moss. 
“ I found a great place, and I 
moved in yesterday,” Brenda 
said. 
“Tell us about it,” said Wan­ 
da Bartholow, the instructor. 
Brenda had been looking for 
almost a month. She went to 
the Marin County Housing Au­ 
thority to apply for the leased 
housing program and was told 
she had to be without housing 
for three months to qualify, she 
said. She was having trouble 
finding a place that would take 
a child and didn’t require two 
months rent in advance plus a 
cleaning deposit, which she 
couldn't afford. 
“THE HOUSE is in Mill Val­ 
ley. There are three other sin­ 
gle mothers, and each has one 
child. They have just signed a 
lease through August of next 
year, so I have security,” Bren­ 
da said 
"They are all working, and I 
have decided to take the sum­ 
mer off of school, so I can 
babysit with the children.” 
“ I have something to cele­ 
brate,” said Rachel Fischer. 
“ It’s my last day on AFDC (Aid 
to Fam ilies with Dependent 
Children.)” 
Rachel goes to College of 
Marin and has three part-time 
jobs. She is an aide at the 
Marin Infant Center in San 
/Anselmo, works for an insur­ 
ance company and teaches Sun­ 
day School. With the child sup­ 
port she receives from her 
former husband her total in­ 
come is above $320 per month, 
the maximum to be eligible for 
AFDC for her and her three 
children. 
Ten women are enrolled in 
the course, which began last 
F ebruary. Their ages range 
from mid 20s to mid 30s. All are 
divorced with children and ei­ 
ther starting college for the 
first time or reentering after 
several years absence. The 
class is oriented toward helping 
each woman find the direction 
in her changing world through 
the process of self development. 
“ During the first group ses­ 
sions the women acted like 
typical parents, giving advice 
to each other about how to 
handle the many pressures,” 
M rs. B artholow ex p lain ed 
“They soon learned through the 
group process that, although 
their needs and problems are 
sim ilar, their answ ers are 
unique and individual ” 


HEIDE VOORSANGER had 
just returned from a trip to Los 
Angeles. She talked about the 
good time she had and how 
good it felt to get back to her 
four children, ages 14, 13. 11 
and 5.

Kissinger's Bride Keeps 
Her Cool Under Pressure

JERUSALEM , Israel - She 
gets on and off helicopters. She 
dines 
em b assy 
w ives. 
She 
shakes the hands of world lead­ 
ers. And she keeps serene and 
dignified as flashbulbs pop m er­ 
cilessly whenever she appears. 
In short, a colorful new note 
graces the m assive entourage 
that surrounds Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger as he whirls around the 
M iddle E a st — N ancy Ma- 
ginnes Kissinger. 
Mrs. Kissinger, in fact, com­ 
manded alm ost as much atten­ 
tion as her famous husband as 
the couple w'ent sightseeing at 
an archaeological excavation in 
A lex an d ria, E gypt. She w as 
d ressed 
in 
a 
peacock-blue 
suede-like dress with a paisley 
pink scarf tucked at her neck 
and her dark glasses sitting 
atop her head. She walked be­ 
hind or beside the Secretary of 
State and took in quiet stride 
the horde of newsmen constant­ 
ly clustered around, pointing 
cam eras and microphones at 
her. 
"A re you going to keep dig­ 
ging9” she asked a museum 
official, and avid reporters jot­ 
ted down even- wwd 


ONE DOUBTS she enjoys so 
much limelight. On this occa­ 
sion. 
her composed, earnest- 
faced self, she walked about the 
ancient Rom an a m p h ith e a te r 
and 
baths 
asking about the 
Byzantine clans that vied for 
power and influence, and quip­ 
ping sym pathetically with mu­ 
seum 
o fficia ls 
becau se 
an 
apartm ent building stood in the 
way of further excavations. 


The secretary’s new bride is 
fulfilling a desire to travel with 
her husband, and from the out­ 
set she unassumingly swung 
into the ritual that has become 
part of any Kissinger flight. 
No sooner had the Boeing 707 
lifted off from Andrews Air 
Force Base than the secretary, 
sporting a royal blue sweater, 
brought his wife back to the 
caboose to meet the dozen or so 
newsmen aboard. Mrs. Kissin­ 
ger _ relaxed, friendly, hand­ 
some in a shocking pink dress 
— was an im m ediate hit. Could 
she do anything for the news­ 
men, she asked. What should 
she shop for in the Middle 
E ast9 
At one point on the flight she 
could be seen padding down the 
aisle in her stocking feet and 
her belt off. Her toenails, one 
could 
not 
h elp 
n o tic in g , 
matched the color of her dress. 
Mrs. Kissinger has said she 
expects to stay with the party 
throughout the grueling trip. 
Buf if the s e c re ta ry begins 
sh u ttlin g re p eated ly betw een 
Jerusalem and Damascus she 
might stay put in one place 
until the dust (or, rather, sand) 
settles. 
THE EGY PTIAN S cle a rly 
wanted to keep her in Egypt 
and to show her the wonders at 
Luxor and other places. 
So far Mrs. Kissinger has not 
played much of a social role 
alongside her husband. Most of 
his dinners with world leaders 
have 
been 
working sessions, 
and she has moved about on 
her own. In Geneva she called 
on Mrs. Andrei Gromyko, and 
in Algiers on the wife of Presi­ 
dent Boumedienne In this sun­ 


drenched city she did join Dr 
Kissinger at a dinner given by 
President Sadat and his wife 
and at a luncheon hosted by tl# 
Egyptian Foreign Minister. 
» 
W hether Mrs. Kissinger wijj 
always accom pany the secre­ 
tary rem ains to be seen. 
Much m ay depend on how 
M rs. K issin g er survives the 
glare of publicity. Her husband 
seem s to lap it up, and he does 
everything with an air of su­ 
prem e self-assurance. 
However, he seem ed at a loss 
for words when he stopped to 
inscribe the visitors book at the 
end of a tour of the Greek- 
Roman Museum here. He even 
sought to close the book quickly 
after Mrs. K issinger added her 
name, but reporters managed 
to glimpse a phrase that sound 
ed rather fam iliar — "a very 
fascinating visit to see whether 
the present can learn from the 
p ast.” 


OUTSIDE, A crowd of Egyp­ 
tians kept well back by security 
police waited in anticipation, 
clapping and whistling when 
the K issin g ers em erg ed and 
prepared to leave in their sleek 
limousine.

Commissioner Jerry Fried­ 
man said the report "comes 
perilously close to being an 
advocacy document," and said 
it failed to deal adequately with 
the project's impact on the 
small rural community. 
He said he wanted more in­ 
formation on water, sewage, 
traffic and dust, among other 
things. 
Besides the 31 homes, which

Students To Be Evacuated In Disaster Drill Exercise 


Imitating what actually hap­ 
pened in the San Fernando Val­ 
ley earthquake of 1971, about 
120 youngsters will be evacuat­ 
ed from two Marin County 
schools Friday morning. They 
will be part of the county's 
fourth disaster training exer­ 
cise. 
County and city disaster 
workers will react to theoreti­ 
cal problems resulting from an 
imaginary earthquake that is to 
strike at 8:27 a.m. Based on a 
federal study of potential earth­ 
quake damage if the San An­ 
dreas Fault generates a 7,0- 
inagnitude shock, disaster 
workers will test their ability to 
evacuate potential flooding 
areas downstream from Phoe­ 
nix Lake dam in the upper Boss 
Valley, and below Stafford Dam 
in Novato. 
About 60 youngsters from 
Ross Klementarv School and a 


similar number from Lu Sutton 
School in Novato will be evacu­ 
ated. The test is planned to see 
how well the transportation 
plans. Red Cross and county 
social service department shel­ 
ter and feeding plans, and the 
emergency radio systems will 
work in a real emergency. 
The San Fernando temblor 
resulted in evacuation of thou­ 
sands of families from lowlands 
downstream of the Van Norman 
darn, which threatened to col­ 
lapse. 
Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict and North Marin County 
Water District officials stress 
that their dams can resist even 
heavier earthquakes than the 
hypothetical one planned Nev­ 
ertheless, the training exercise 
is needed to focus on evacua­ 
tion needs, explained Frank E. 
Kirby, county coordinator of 
emergency services. 


Code name for the training 
drill will be "Exercise MA- 
DAM/MORFED,” Kirby said. 
It will involve county officials 
from Board of Supervisors 
Chairman Michael Wornum on 
down, officials of Novato, Ross. 
San Anselmo and other cities, 
fire chiefs, hospitals, and school 
districts. 
Sidney Smith of the county 
schools office said each public 
and private school in Marin has 
been asked to conduct a semi­ 
annual disaster drill as re­ 
quired by state law, at the 
same time. 
The youngsters from Ross 
School will walk across Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard to the 
Barn at Marin Art and Garden 
Center. There, Red Cross and 
county social service workers 
will set up a shelter and check 
in youngsters, feed them a 
snack and return them to their

Football in June. For Tom Wickert of Green- 
brae, the season can’t come soon enough. He is 
going to be the first Marin Countian to play in the 
[ 
Coaches All-America game June 29 in Lubbock, 
Tex. 
Wickert, a senior at Washington State Universi­ 
ty, found out yesterday he was selected for the all- 
star game. WSU coach Jim Sweeney’s secretary 
gave him the news after Sweeney received a 
telephone call from Oklahoma coach Barry Switz­ 
er, one of the coaches for the game. 


TOM WAS in bed in his apartment at Pullman, 
Wash., this morning, trying to shake the flu. “I’m 
really looking forward to playing in that gam e,’’ 
he said on the telephone. “Some of the guys 
around here told me it was a great game, a great 
experience.” 
Wickert, an offensive lineman, had been talking 
about the game to some of the former WSU 
players who had played in it after learning about 
his nomination weeks ago. “Ty Paine (quarter­ 
back, now trying to win a job with Calgary of the 
Canadian Football League) and Bernard Jackson 
(defensive back for the Cincinnati Bengals) both 
played in the game. So did Ron Mims, one of our 
assistant coaches.” 
It’s sometimes thought that drafted players 
under contract with professional teams are told by 
the pros to skip this game to avoid injury, but 
Wickert has found otherwise. A ninth round draft 
choice, Wickert has signed with the world champi­ 
on Miami Dolphins. 
“A Miami scout was up here talking about this 
game after I had been nominated. He told me it 
was a great idea and would put in a good word for 
me. He was all for it.” 


THERE IS A chance that Wickert, hoping to win 
a position as backup guard for the Dolphins, will 
be picked for the July football game between the 
college all-stars and Dolphins. The question is:

But he thinks it might not be such a bad idea to 
get a chance to play for the college team in that 
game and block against the Miami defensive line 
to show his new bosses what he can do. 
About the Coaches All-America game, Wickert 
said, “I’m glad I got picked. Because of that knee 
operation I got off to a slow start my senior year. 
This gives me a chance to play against really good 
players, just like the East-West game. It gives me 
a chance to get ready for the season.” 


IT’S ONLY MAY but Wickert can’t hide his 
enthusiasm for football and the opportunity at pro 
ball. He met the Dolphin coaching staff and the 
other rookies last March at a rookie training 
camp. “ Monte Clark, our offensive line coach, 
suggested a few areas for me to work on so I 
would have a better chance at making the team.

It’s the time of year for our 
game birds to have their young.

About 10 nests were noted in a 
small marsh this past week, all 
doing fine. The eggs in three 
nests were hatched out and the 
ducklings were also doing fine 
That's good news.

are being used to safeguard 
just one nest — it’s that im por­ 
tant. 


An electronic trespass detec­ 
tion system has been placed in 
operation on Morro Rock. San 
I.uis Obispo County, to protect 
this historic nesting site of the 
American peregrine falcon and 
to promote public safety. 


Installation of the device was 
announced jointly by the Cali­ 
fornia Departm ent of Fish and 
Game, the Defenders of Wild­ 
life and the Audubon Society. 
Defenders of Wildlife and the 
Audubon Society shared in the 
<6.000 cost of the system. 
The device, which was devel­ 
oped by the California Crime 
Technological Research Foun­ 
dation based in Sacram ento, is 
designed to alert law enforce­ 
ment officials to the presence of 
persons on the massive. 576- 
foot-high rock in Morro Bay. 
Anyone now clim bing the 


rock is subject to im m ediate 
arrest, heavy fine and possible 
imprisonment. 


THE PLIGHT OF THE pere 
grine falcon on Morro Rock, 
situated on Morro Bay State 
Park, became known in 1972 
when falconers twice were ap­ 
prehended descending from the 
rock and young birds were dis­ 
covered missing. 
Peregrines abandoned their 
nesting at the site in 1973 be­ 
cause of the disturbance caused 
by persons climbing the rock 
for one reason or another. 
Although State D epartm ent of 
Parks and Recreation regula­ 
tions prohibit climbing the rock 
because of considerations of hu­ 
man safety, people still attem pt 
the feat and 10 have fallen to 
their deaths. 
In April 1973 the California 
Fish and Game Commission, in 
cooperation with the D epart­ 
ment of Parks and Recreation, 
declared Morro Rock to be a 
natural preserve for the pere­ 
grine falcon and prohibited per­ 
sons from entering the reserve. 
"This action." the announce­ 
ment said, "should assure these 
peregrines the opportunity to 
successfully nest and b ring 
forth their young, protected as 
they are from human encroach­ 
m ent."

What 'Veto-Proof' 
Legislature Means 


The phrases “ veto-proof Con­ 
gress" and “ veto-proof legisla­ 
ture" have been seen a great 
deal lately. 


Probably most persons, when 
they 
see 
“ veto-proof 
Con­ 
gress." think of some social 
welfare or education funding 
bill dear to their hearts which 
has been vetoed by President 
Nixon. It would be nice, they 
think, to have a Congress so 
overwhelmingly “ liberal’’ that 
it could override such vetoes by 
a two-thirds vote. 
Sim ilarly, when they see 
“ veto-proof legislature,’’ they 
think of some 
pet 
measure 
which has been vetoed by Gov­ 
ernor Reagan. And they think it 
would be nice if there were 
votes in the legislature to over­ 
ride such vetoes — two-thirds, 
again, being required. 


THAT’S NOT the principal 
reason, though, for the drive 
for a veto-proof Congress and 
legislature. 
The campaign for a veto- 
proof Congress was mounted by 
the AFL-CIO and the National 
Education Association. That for 
a veto-proof legislature is being 
pushed and financed by the 
state affiliates of these two. the 
California State Federation of 
Labor and California Teachers 
Association. 
Hierarchies of AFL-CIO are 
interested in getting a veto- 
proof Congress primarily for 
one purpose: to get into law a 
provision for union control of 
public employees. 
Their reason is simple: The 
greatest growth in employment 
is in government. Therefore, 
that's where the labor organi­ 
zations have the greatest field 
for getting new members — 
and 
more dues 
money. 
But 
under existing laws, exclusive 
union bargaining for public em ­ 
ployees is for bidden in the fed-

eral government and in all but 
12 states. 
THE CLAY BILL (H R 8677) 
now in the House of Represent­ 
atives would mandate the agen­ 
cy shop or union shop in all 
public employment — federal, 
state, county, city, district. It’s 
not getting anywhere. But if a 
“ veto-proof Congress’’ could be 
elected, it might be passed — 
and re-passed over President 
Nixon’s veto. 
In California, the xMoretti Bill 
(A.B. 1243) is the vehicle. It has 
passed the Assembly 42 to 30 
and is now in the hands of a 
Senate committee. But Gover­ 
nor Reagan is virtually sure to 
veto if it passes — as he did 
S.B. 
400, 
which would have 
provided exclusive union bar­ 
gaining for teachers. And there 
are 
not 
now 
nearly enough 
votes to override a veto. 
THOSE OF US who don't 
particularly want a veto-proof 
Congress or legislature on the 
AFL-CIO-NEA terms need to 
know where the candidates for 
Congress and legislature stand 
on the issues of compulsory 
unionism for public employees. 
We know the stand of Assem­ 
blyman John Burton, who is 
seeking the Democratic nomi­ 
nation for Congress in this dis­ 
trict. He’s for it. He voted for 
S.B. 400 and for A.B 1243. 
We know where State Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, who's seeking 
re-election, stands. He's for it. 
He voted for S.B. 400. 
We know where Marin Coun­ 
ty Supervisor Michael Wornum, 
who is seeking the Democratic 
n o m i n a t i o n for A s s e m b l y , 
stands. He’s for it. He has said 
so publicly. 
We don't know where the rest 
of the candidates stand. We 
need to know. This is an issue 
on which all of them should 
make their positions unequivo­ 
cally clear. 


Do We Vote For A Name? 
James Flournoy Hopes So 
/

How many citizens cast their ballots 
for a name rather than the individual° 
That is a question which has bothered 
many a candidate. It is one presently 
bothering candidates for the office of 
state controller. 
Houston I Flournoy has been controller 
for eight years. His decision to seek the 
office of governor has opened the way for 
a successor Ten candidates have filed 
One of these is Jam es L. Flournoy, a 
black Los Angeles attorney. He is a 
Republican 
California voters seem to fall into the 
habit of identifying a name with an office 
and sticking with that person. Casting 
fheir eyes down the list on the ballot they 
'eem to be inclined to say to themselves. 
Ah, that's the fellow I voted for last 
time, f guess I'll stay with him ” 


THIS KIND OF REASONING has been 
credited for electing Frank M. Jordan as 
secretary of state in 1942. His father. 
Frank C.. had held the office for 28 years. 
Cpon his death, Gov. Culbert L. Olson 
appointed Paul Peek to the post. 
The younger Jordan had never held an 
elective office. He had never worked in 
the secretary of sta te ’s office. But when 
the election rolled around, he swamped 
Peek. People had become so accustomed 
to voting for Frank Jordan for secretary 
of state they didn t realize they were now 
voting for a different Jordan. Peek actu­ 
ally was defeated by a dead man And 
the new F rank Jordan served for another 
28 years as people continued to vote for 
him right up until his death in 1970. 
Although the people haven't been vot­ 
ing for Houston Flournoy for 28 years.

BUT IN THE G EN ER A L election 
Jam es L. Flournoy ran into a Democrat 
who was also trading on the name-game. 
That was Edmund G. ^frown Jr., also 
making his first bid in a statew ide race 
His name was even better known than 
Flournoy’s, since his father had served 
eight 
years as attorney general 
and 
another eight years as governor 
It proved to be too much for Jam es L 
Flournoy. Young Brown polled over three 
million votes. He and Sen John Tunney 
were the only Dem ocratic winners in 
statewide contests that year 
But while Jam es L. 
Flournoy was 
losing. Houston I Flournoy was piling up 
3,784,000 votes for re-election as control­ 
ler. It was the largest vote received by 
anyone that year.

One little item in the flow of last w eek’s 
news deserved more attention than it 
could receive when headlines were domi­ 
nated by White House transcripts and 
Henry Kissinger's arrival in the Middle 
East. 


In Lisbon, for the first tim e in some 40 
years, Communists and Socialists parad­ 
ed openly, legally and happily on May 
Day. 


Stated 
like 
that it seem s a fairly 
innocuous and unim portant event. After 
all. Communists parade openly, legally 
and happily in most European capitals on 
May Day — and nothing particuarly 
harm ful seem s to result therefrom . Be­ 
sides. Portugal is a country of only some 
nine million persons on the flank of a 
su b o rd in ate peninsula of E urope. So 
w hat9 
Well, perhaps nothing undesirable will 
come of it. But then again, this event just 
might cast a shadow on the future. The 
recent coup d'etat in Portugal was un­ 
usual. A m ilitary dictatorship was over­ 
thrown by young m ilitary officers. The 
m ilitary is seldom the vehicle for a 
political swing from right to left. Usually, 
the m ilitary itself brings in a far right 
dictatorship 


THIS NEW MILITARY command in 
Portugal 
has committed itself to the 
restoration of parliam entary democracy 
There are to be elections. All political 
parties are tolerated. The old Communist 
leaders cam e back from exile, along with 
the Socialist leaders. The question is how 
far the political pendulum will swing 
from far right. Might it go far left0 
There is no real experienced back­ 
ground for judging what is most likely to 
follow in Portugal. It was a monarchy 
from the Middle Ages to 1910. It was a 
republic 
from 
1910 to 
1926. 
when it 
became a one-man dictatorship. Normal 
political life in Portugal has been non­ 
existent since then The general political 
inclination of the people is unknown and 
unknowable. The swing under the new 
freedoms m ay be modest and moderate 
That would be excellent. But then, it 
might go far left. That would be another 
m atter, 
which 
might greatly concern 
Washington 
Portugal and Spain are im portant to 
American m ilitary plans and operations. 
Hitler's U-boats used Spanish seaports 
during World War II — to the great 
disadvantage of the .Allied powers. Wash 
ington has e a rn e stly cu ltiv ated both 
Spanish and P o rtu g u ese govern m en ts 


since the war to make sure that the 
Atlantic flank of the Iberian peninsula is 
friendly. 
If Communists got into power, or even 
got a shore of power in the new Portugal 
_ would that flank rem ain secure? Also, 
if that happened in Portugal, might it 
help to unseat the present rightist gov­ 
ernm ent in Spain0 
And what might happen to the enor­ 
mously im portant Portuguese colonies in 
Africa? Portuguese Guinea and Angola 
are on the Atlantic side of Africa. African 
guerrilla forces in both have been spon­ 
sored and arm ed by Moscow and Peking. 
Washington does not need to be much 
concerned about Chinese influence in that 
part of the world. But Soviet Russian 
influence in West Africa could upset 
American NATO m ilitary calculations. 


THE RUSSIANS ALREADY have a 
substantial seapower position in the Med­ 
iterranean and the beginning of a naval 
presence in the Indian Ocean. The re­ 
opening of the Suez Canal will make it 
possible for them to project still more 
seapower into the Indian Ocean. The 
southeast coast of Africa includes anoth­ 
er big Portuguese territory — Mozam­ 
bique 
If Moscow could gain a political posi­ 
tion in all of those Portuguese colonies, it 
could use them for naval and air bases. 
That would mean that the NATO allies 
would no longer control the sea lanes all 
around Africa. It could also mean that 
Rhodesia and South Africa would be the 
last of white-dominated Africa. 
All this poses some acute foreign policy 
problems for Washington 
Should Washington right now swing 
over and try to cultivate the .African 
elem en ts in the P ortuguese colonies 
which presum ably will be moving into 
government as the old white control gives 
way to a larger share for A fricans0 The 
hope of the new leadership in Portugal is 
that the colonies will rem ain within a 
Portuguese "federation " But once power 
sharing begins, where will it stop0 
And what about Portugal itself? Does 
Washington keep hands off and merely 
watch to see how far the pendulum, so 
newly unleashed, will swing? It will be 
something for Dr. 
Kissinger to think 
about 
when he gets the Middle East 
tidied up and can think about something 
other than how to reconcile Arabs and 
Israelis without spoiling his "detente ' 
with the Soviet Union

Of courses Waldheim says in 
his office on the .38th floor, we can get an 
agreem ent on principles. But he wonders 
whether as the session ends any practical 
m easures in term s of money or even the 
pledge of money from the affluent is in 
sight. 
Recently. Waldheim visited the sub- 
Saharan region where starvation is devel­ 
oping at an accelerated pace. One thing 
he found was great difficulty of getting 
existing supplies out to rem ote localities 
where prim itive air strips could not take 
planes sufficiently large to carry mean­ 
ingful loads. 
Waldheim agrees with those on the 
scene that this may become, in Mali, 
Kenya, Ethiopia and the other drought- 
stricken states, the greatest mass starva­ 
tion in recorded history. 


AWARE OF HOW LITTLE support the 
U N. has, Waldheim talks of how it has 
functioned as a keeper of the peace. U.N 
forces were ready to move in as Israel 
and Egypt worked out the disengagement 
of their troops in the Sina. If Sec. of State 
Henry Kissinger can bring Syria and 
Israel to disengagement, the U.N. 
is 
prepared to carry out a peace keeping 
operation under more difficult and dan­ 
gerous circum stances. 
Having begun with such overblown 
hopes when it was founded nearly 30 
years ago, there is disillusion because 
perform ance has fallen so far short of 
those hopes 
But this ignores so much 
that the U.N. does in addition to its 
peace keeping functions.

Henry R Labouisse, is an able and 
im aginative public servant who served as 
U.S. am bassador in several posts before 
qoing with the U.N.

session of the General Assembly, Secre­ 
tary of State Kissinger committed the 
United States to a "wide-ranging multi­

The speech was long on analysis and 
broad generalizations and short on any 
specific prom ise of help Ten days after 
Kissinger spoke, President Nixon asked 
Congress for more than $5 billion in new- 
foreign aid, much of it going to the 
Middle East to underwrite the Nixon- 
Kissinger peace initiatives. 


A controversy has long continued over 
whether aid should be unilateral as is this 
latest package or m ultilateral through 
agencies like the U.N. and the World 
Bank.

He said in part 
“ One 
thing I have noted as I have 
traveled around the country is 
the trem endous num ber of chil­ 
dren who come out to see the 
presidential candidates. I see 
m others holding up their babies 
so they can see a m an who 
might be P resident of the Unit­ 
ed States. I know Senator Ken­ 
nedy sees them, too It m akes 
you 
realize 
that 
whoever 
is 
president is going to be a man 
that 
all children of America 
look up to or look down on, and 
1 can only say I am very proud 
that President Eisenhow er re­ 
stored dignity and decency and, 
frankly, good language to the 
conduct of the presidency of the 
United States. 


“ And I only hope, should I 
win this election, that I could 
approach President Eisenhower 
in m aintaining the dignity of 
the office and see to it that 
whenever any m other or father 
talks to his child, he can look at 
the man in the White House 
and, whatever he m ay think of 
his policies, he will say. Well, 
there is a m an who m aintains 
the kind of stan d ard s personal­ 
ly that I would want my child to 
follow ’ ’’ 


I 
MUST ADMIT that even 
though it’s been 14 years since 
Mr Nixon said this, I was very 
moved. Perhaps, I thought, for 
the first time in history this 
country would have a president 
who didn’t cuss.

time he drove by in the last five 
years I held up my son in my
